All agree that the turning point was 
the two national debates. One must at the very 
least appreciate their genuine quality, espe- 
cially when compared to their American 
counterparts. The issues were addressed, and 
for most of the time the leaders went beyond 
the shouting match format (still, who is the 
most Canadian, Turner or Mulroney ? Well, 
according to the grandfather standard. . .). The 
only problem was that Turner had done so 
miserably in 1984 that a mere mediocre per- 
formance in 1988 would suffice to crown him. 
He did fare much better than the last time, but 
he did not come out that much ahead of Mu- 
lroney. The French debate in particular was 



more of a three-way race than anything else. 

Even then, debates usually do not 
result in such brutal turnarounds. ButTumer 
got there the media exposure he so badly 
needed and he won back the hearts of jour- 
nalists, who started to give him more 
extensive and more favorable coverage. The 
Liberal campaign also became solely fo- 
cused on the Free Trade Agreement (FTA) 
from that point on. And that is where the 
intellectual deception and fraud began. 

The Liberals’ line of attack on the 
FTA proceeds from absolute demagogy. If 
you cannot convince them, scare them ... At 
no time since the beginning of the campaign 
have the Liberals been able to mount and 
present a credible attack on the FTA based on 
its text. Despite numerous calls to that effect 
from the Prime Minister during the debates, 
the Liberal leader could never come up with 
even an article number to support his claims. 
He could only quack that our social pro- 
grams are in danger, and that Canada is being 
sold. Fine, but explain yourself, Mr. Turner.

On October 26th, the LS A held an open forum 
on the subject of cyclical review of this Fac- 
ulty. The object of this informal meeting was 
to invite students to express their opinions as to 
the content of the LSA’s submission to the 
cyclical review committee. A summary of the 
final report was given in last week’s Quid. I, 
however, would like to address in more detail 
the concerns students expressed about the 
* goals of the Facutlty, especially with respect to 
the National Programme. The commentaries 
pointed to a lack of a clear, explicit policy 
behind the Faculty’s academic pursuits. Two 
mains issues were raised. The first question 
related to the bijuridical nature of the Faculty: 
what is the status of single degree seekers 
(Ll.B. or B.C.L.) within the National Pro- 
gramme framerwork? Are these students 
viewed as exceptional and therefore see their 
- curriculum built around the National Pro- 
gramme? Given the unavailability of certain 
required courses in some years and/or terms, is 
it reasonable to expect these students to gradu- 
ate with a “complete” legal education in three 
: years? On the other hand, are National Pro- 
gramme graduates really competent in both 
systems or is their education “complete” only 
in their original stream? The shortening of 
second year complulsory courses has led to 
t concerns in this area.

A precise definition in relation to these 
issues is essential for current students, 
recent alumni and graduating students (in 
their evaluation of their legal education) 
as well as for prospective students who 
will base their decision to study law at 
McGill on the compatibility between 
their goals and those of the Faculty.

It has come to my attention that many stu- 
dents are not aware of the subjects covered in 
the various Bar Admission Courses through- 
out Canada. This is important and relevant 
information for students to be aware of when 
making course selections in law school, 
especially for students who intend to write 
the Bar in a common law province. Unlike 
Quebec, all the common law provinces 
administer the Bar Admission Course at the 
same time the student is articling. For most 
of these provinces, the course commences in 
September during which the students will 
have to submit assignments periodically 
until the spring. Then, for approximately 6- 
10 weeks, the student will be involved in full 
time studies including writing the Bar ex- 
ams. In Quebec, the Bar Course involves full 
time study for 8 months, followed by a six 
month articling period. 

Knowledge of the subjects covered in the 
common law Bar Courses is particularly 
important due to the limited amount of 
course time involved. Students are assumed 
to have a strong background in all the sub- 
jects covered in the course prior to com- 
mencing. Therefore, I have outlined what 
those subjects are for each province so that 
you can try to organize your schedule to 
incorporate as many as possible while in law 
school. It is important to note that these 
recommended courses are subject to change 
each year so you should try to keep in touch 
with these alterations.

Careers Day this year will be held on Friday 
January 20th. It is essential that all students 
keep this important date in mind because we 
have promised all participant that there will 
be a large student turn out this year. The 
Careers Committee is in the process of invit- 
ing representatives from law firms, govern- 
ment agencies and other law -related organi- 
zations from all over the country. These 
representatives will be on hand to answer 
your questions and to distribute information 
and application materials. Each firm/group 
will have a “booth” set up on the second floor 
of the Faculty. Following this informal ses- 
sion, ther will be a wine and cheese reception 
outside the Common Room and if you are 
lucky, maybe you will be invited out for 
dinner. 

From now until Career’s Day, the Commit- 
tee will be listing in the Quid the names of 
firms and organizations which are definitely 
attending the event. Information about these 
groups can be obtained at the Placement 
Office where various brochures are filed. It 
is often a good idea to know something about 
the firms before actually meeting their repre- 
sentatives - that way you’ll have something 
to talk about. As well, informing yourself 
about firms’ areas of preactice can help you 
decide which firms to talk to on Careers Day 
- not all firms offer entertainment law. 

The Committee will also be providing infor- 
mation packages before Careers Day which 
will update the list of the firms which are 
attending, will tell you exactly where the 
various firms will be located in the Faculty 
and will also discuss the various provinces’ 
articling and bar admission requirements. 

It is important to organize yourself before 
Careers Day. Start putting your resumes and 
transcripts together now because deadlines 
may be approaching sooner than you expect. 
For those of you considering working in 



Toronto this summer, for example, (a good 
way to secure yourself an articling position 
in a reputable or even not so reputable a 
firm), applications should be sent before 
February 1st because interviews take place 
during the last week of February. Therefore, 
leaving your research to Careers Day may be 
too late, although many firms are willing to 
collect applications on the Day itself. 

Careers Day is a good opportunity to meet 
representatives before your interview. In 
some cases, it may be the very way to obtain 
an interview, especially if your covering 
letter has not stuck out in anyone’s mind and 
your marks are not indicative of your great 
legal mind. Law firms often have an idea of 
who they would like to hire even before the 
interview process has commenced. Repre- 
sentatives attending various law schools’ 
Careers Days go back to their firms and 
compare notes so to speak. By the time of 
your interview, you may very well already be 
well known. 

Remember - Friday January 20 - your fu- 
ture depends on it.

tional trade law. Still no one will challenge 
the benefit of Canada’s adhesion to GATT. 
The Liberals should not fool Canadians into 
believing that the FT A would deprive them 
of powers they already cannot really exer- 
cise. 

On the other hand, Turner has 
played the scare card to the extreme with his 
allegations that the FT A would challenge our 
basic social policies, such as Unemployment 
Insurance, Welfare Payments and Health In- 
surance. If these are ever ruled to be subsi- 
dies (never mind what the Americans say to 
bolster their bargaining position), a lot many 
other programs will have fallen on the way. 
Once again, if you listen to the Liberals, 
leave your brain home on Election Day. 



In all fairness, one must acknowl- 
edge that the Conservatives have not de- 
fended the FT A all that well. It is fine to 
remind everyone that most pre-eminent Ca- 
nadians endorse the FTA, but the deal should 
have been defended for what it is worth. The 
Liberal attitude on the FTA is rather cow- 
ardly, as they exploit the fear of Americans, 
which is ultimately a fear that Canadians 
cannot stand up to them. The Conservatives 
should have replied that Canadians, as trade 
statistics show, have the capacity to compete 
with their southern neighbors and to get the 
best out of it. The normal reaction to the FTA 
should be “Let’s roll up our sleeves and get 
on to business”, and not “I don’t like the 
Americans, so I don’t like the deal”. The 
FTA does not echo the Liberals’ fears.
